This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated May 26, 2006, for which a one-month 
period for response was given making this response due on or before June 26, 2006. 

The Restriction Requirement 

In the Official Action dated May 26, 2006, the Examiner required an election of one of the 
following "inventions" that the Examiner identified: 



"Group I" - drawn to a rank ordering method (claims 1-13 and 17-20); 
"Group 11" - drawn to a "data shuttling method" (claims 14-16); 
"Group III" - drawn to a calibration method (claims 21-27); and 
"Group IV" - drawn to a method of distinguishing genes (claims 28-33). 
The Examiner required election of one of the above-listed Groups I-IV to be responsive to the 
Office Action. 



Response 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-13 and 17-20, with 
traverse. Since claims 14-16 are limited to forwarding, transmitting or receiving data produced by the 
method of claim 1, it is respectfully submitted that these claims should be examined together with 
claims 1-3 and 17-20, since the data required for transmission, forwarding or receiving must be 
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produced by the method of claim 1, and search required for Group I would also be required for Group II. 
Applicant respectfully submits that it would not be an undue burden upon the Office to examine the 
claims of Group I and Group II in the instant application together in this case.
